The public is responsible to some

for bargains. In this respect the 
Whole machinery of society is awry. 
People do not want shoddy goods 


if they can buy better, But when 
Wages and incomes are slashed 
to a fraction it becomes necessary 


to buy bargains or not to buy at all. 
The public knows that the bargains 
are not good value, that they show 
poor workmanship, cheap grade of 
goods, poor buttons, poor stitching 
—inferior in every respect. But 
restricted spending power provided 
the allure for cheap goods. The 
mass buyers, the cheap garment 
makers, were quick to realize the 
situation, exploiting the public by 
ingenious methods and at the same 
time driving the conscientious manu- 
facturer or retailer out of business. 
The whole sorry situation reveals 
the economic conditions of Canada. 
It reveals those who have exploited 
the public and have thrived in con- 
scienceless competition. It indicates 
also that there is too little money 
in the hands of the buying public. 


The committee is going fearlessly 
ahead. The next step is for parlia- 
ment, Legislation can curb the 
exploitation of Canadian people.— 
| Will that legislation be forthcoming?
